M. De Blowitz expe­ 
rienced au attack of apoplexy a few 
days ago. 
M. De lUowitz was for many years 
the most famous 
newspaper

s pond en t at the French capital- 
He 
had not only been a successful getter 
ct news of international importance, 
through his intimacy with kings and 
statesmen, but his nickname of “Times 
Ambassador," testified 
to his 
real 
power in the world of diplomacy 
He was born in 1832, in the chateau 
of Blowitz at ITlaen. He went early to 
Parts, where he became a teacher of 
German at the lyceums and occasion 
ally contributed articles on literary or 
political subjects to the newspapers. 
In 1874 he was made a naturalized t it 
izen of the French republic,

came acquainted with la w ren ce (iii 
phant, * o n e s pendent of 
the London 
Times, and aided him In important 
m atters so as to become tho natural 
successor of OUphant when the latter 
resigned, some twenty years age 
In the official ami diplomatic world 
at Paris, De Blow it/, was treated a; the 
representative <»l a great power lather 
than a mere correspondent.
